RICHEST OF APPLE CROPS. 


Leaving Nearly $100,000 in the 


County. 


When u eorrt'Hpondent recently re- 


ported to th ; CoKi'ii.Kii, ax published, 
that the appie crop left $100,000 in the 
county he was \ery close to the mark, 
though he did not enter into any de- 
tails of how he reached the total '-urn. 


Jn a recent talk with one of the best 


posted men on the apple crop he gave 
a number of ligur. s \\ hich he assured 
us was very conservati\ e. He said he 
was positive 10,000 barrels were ship- 
ped from JJiglerville, perhaps 1:2,000. 
That 5,000 barrels were shipped from 
Aspersand Uendersville Station, 1,000 
barrels from Hunnyside. The quantity 
sent from Gardner's Station he would 
not estimate as he said great ijuanti- 
ties had been shipped from there loose 
in cars. That there was a big market 
iu the city_ of selling loose apples from 
car to the apple peddlers. To .say l.j,- 
000 barrels were shipped alung'u. & 
H. K. K. from IJiglerville northward 
was putting it light. 


Then he ran over points along the 


Western Maryland, naming shipments 
from ilcKnightstown region. Ca.-h- 
town, Orrtauna, Fairfield, and along 
route this side of the mountain and 
1-5,000 barrels was a very conservative 
estimate of apples ohipped by all buy- 
ers. 30,000 barrels as lowest and pos- 
sible 40,000 barrels would give from 
$50.000 to .565,000 paid for apples. 


In answer to question as to cost to 


get apples out of the county, the an- 
swer came that for packing, hauling, 
freight and all the attending expenses 
one usually counted on $1 a barrel. 
Adding this to the amount paid the 
farmers for the appie crop would give 
a grand total close to the -$100,000 mark. 
It is considered the richest crop county- 
has ever had. It is a crop constantly 
growing iu size for many young or- 
chards are not yet bearing. 


Why Birds go South. 


:'I once asked a 
confirmed old 


bachelor," says. Mr. Craig B. Thorns 
in the "ZSTew Idea Woman's Maga- 
zine" for Nov.." why he did iiotmarn-. 
to which he replied, 'I have gotten 
over wanting to.' Is there a tide in 
the affairs of birds for a certain period 
in the autumn which draws them 
southward? And if the fall be pleas- 
ant, as was that of 1904. and they re- 
main longer than usual, does this tide of 
iucliuaiiou pass away and leave them 
stranded with us for the winter? Or, 
when they have stayed during a long, 
pleasant autumn, do they reason like 
the old man who said that it would 
not pay for him to get false teeth now. 
that his time was too short? 
:'It is usually thought that the de- 


termining factor in the birds' going or 
staying is not that of cold, but of food: 
and for this there is doubtless con- 
siderable evidence. Yet, for the evi- 
dence to ba conclusive, it would need 
to be shown that the food is lacking 
when they go forth and ieave us. as 
well as present 
when they stay 


throughout the year. 


"In the autumn of 1904. in the 


groves which skirt the rivers in South 
Dakota, wild grapes were unusually 
abundant. The autumn was so long 
and dry that they cured upon the 
vines, and weresweet, somewhat juicy 
and very palatable during the entire 
winter. In these groves I found com- 
panies of Wilson's bluebirds in early 
January, when the mercury stood be- 
tween eight and ten degrees below 
zero. The flickers also were numer- 
ous, though it is not uncommon for a 
few of them to winter in the North." 


In opposition to this fact, Mr. 


Thorns notes that although every 
winter a goodly supply of berries, 
seeds, buds. etc-, remains on 
the 


bushes, yet the robins, who eat these, 
constantly migrate. Mr. Thorns comes 
to the conclusion, therefore, 
that 


there is a migrating instinct which
